For the post'- 
twelve years efforts have been made to 
get a line through Kenosha and the pres- 
ent company had 
just completed 
its 


tracks and had arranged to start the 
first car yesterday morning aud in con- 
sequence everything is now at ft stand- 
still. 


Mr. B. J. Arnold of Chicago was pres- 


ident of the new company and had been 
in that city for the past three days 
making final arrangements. He visited 
the plant night before last and gave or- 
dere for the current to ba turned on 
yesterday morning 
at 
0 
o'clock but 


when the superintendent came down in 
the morning the place was in ruins. The 
destruction of the equipment 
of 
the 


company to live up to He contract and 
sonic of'the'members of the council have 
expressed the opinion that the franchise 
may be declared void and the work of 
the past twelve years be lout by the 
above named company. The fire-origin- 
ated through a small leak in the furn- 
ace and before the firemen arrived the 
entire building was aflame. 


Mr. Arnold in speaking of the fire said:

At the time Mr. Osius was notified to re- 
move bis stand the American Shoe Shin- 
ing booth was permitted to rWmin in its 
present position at the side of the buiM- 


The merchants who are opposed to the 


advertising scheme remaining where it 
is can not see how it, was lepul for the 
supervisors to sign a petition when they 
voted for Hs removal. When Mr. Osius 
asked for permission to erect such a.case 
he rct'eivcd an affirmative answer and 
spent considerable money in securing the 
structure.

ENGINEER'S 
CARELESSNESS. 


The blame for the accident is placed 


by tho officials of the Jersey Central on 
W. E. Davis, engineer of the Philadelphia 
and Reading express, and according 
a policeman who' took Davis from 
smashed up cap 'of his engine, Davis ad- 
mitted tliat he had' taken chances and 
disregarded the danger signals displayed 
because ho expected to sen the red nnd 
green lights change to white as he near- 
ed them. They did.not change, but it 
was too late to stop and in an instant 
almost, the crash came, carrying death 
to more than a.score, of human beings. 
The scenes following the wreck were un- 
usually horrible, because the cars were 
splintered alsmost, to kindling wood by 
the force of the collision, hot coals from 
the engine fire box poured out and wood 
was soon burning. What hope there had 
been of rescuing the wounded in the last 
car of the local ex-press had to he given

A Voltcr, representing the Wisconsin 


Buct Sugar company of Menominee Falls, 
Wis., is the promoter of this project. He 
arrived here last week and is making 
Ms headquarters at the Merchants hotel, 
though most of the time lie is traveling 
throughout the county holding meetings 
among the farmers for the purpose of 
teaching them the art necessary .for the 
cultivation of beets with .a good per- 
centage of .sugar. During the l*tUr 
purt of last week Mr. Voltcr was in the 
town of Caledonia nnd talked to farm- 
ers at Tabor nnd neighboorhoot having 
held two meetings in each place. This 
week he will visit the. iimnera in the 
toivn of Alt. Pleasant, and so on in eacb 
town until the county has been thor- 
oughly covered by him. 


Tlie result of these metings will be 


that this coming spring the majority of 
fanners will set apart two 
or 
three 


acres each for an experimental crop of 
beets, .",11 of which the Wisconsin Beet 
Sugar company will purchase. The com- 
panv pays $4.50 per ton for beets that 
contain un average of fourteen per cert 
or less of sugar: if over fourteen per 
cent twenty-five cents additional per ton. 
So fur fifty farmers have agreed to raise 
an experimental crop this spring. 


Mr. Voltcr stated that from three to 


four thousand acres of land would have 
to be given to the raising of sugar beets 
in order to warrant the erection of a 
factory. The experimental crop ho said 
will fully demonstrate to them the prortt 
iu the augur beet raising industry. There- 
fore next year about this time he will 
enter into contracts with the tillers of 
the soil of this county for the required 
acreage, after which steps to build the 
sugar making plant will connnftiico. 


The location of the factory will not be 


decided until it is definitely know wheth- 
er the farmers will tnke to the idea of 
raising enough beets to support such an 
insutntion. Its daily capacity would au 
a'bout 000 tons of sugar. 


The only beet sugar plant in Wiscon- 


sin is the one in Menonrinoo Fulls owned 
hy tho Wisconsin Beet Sugar company. 
in the state o: Michigan there are six- 
teen. The first one in that state was 
si.artod in 1S9S and a? tho soil of Wis- 
consin is equal to that ot" Michigan if 
not better Mr. Voltcr states that he can 
see no reason why tho beef «ugar indus- 
try should not flourish here with cor- 
responding proapyity.

packers are able to control the cattle 
market,, and to compel the wholesale and 
retail dealers to buy exclusively of them 
or suffer ft ruinous competition through 
new shops opened by the trust. Instances 
nre given where dnnlers were driven out 
of business by the power contained in 
the private car judiciously used.

breeder -can sell bull calves short of 
$100 This may be correct where a fan- 
cy name, family or strata is at stake 
Bays L. W. Lignty in Stockman and 
Farmer, but the fact is that the breed- 
ers of practical dairy stock have found 
It unprofitable to follow such advice. 
Many breeders have learned that there 
i. a bis Demand for utility stock, and 
while tiie fancy aristocracy go begging 
for u buyer tbe breeder who advertises 
in the farmers' paper and' offers pure 
Wood made calves with a line of pro- 
cenltors which put in their work at the 
pail and churn finds a ready sale at 
reasonable prices. There arc dozens- 
yen hundreds-of farmers and dairy- 
men who will pay 525 to 550 for a bull 
calf to grade up where there is one who 
Trill buy a $100 or $200 calf. Where tbe 
breeder haaready sale for all his calves 
at the prices that the farmer Is willing 
to pay-"moderate prices"-It would 
seem to be more profitable than where 
nn occasional one is sold at a fancy 
price. It is difficult for the layman to 
see why it Is not more profitable to sell 
a calf for $35 at eight or ten weeks than 
to veal it a few weeks sooner at $-.jO. 


Tie Old Cow. 


Many dairymen and others who milk 


cows for profit believe that when a cow 
reaches the age of seven or eight-her 
useful years aro over and she Ghould be 
replaced by cue younger. Other things 
being equal, this Is a mistake, accord- 
ing to Dairy and Creamery.

Under Good Mnamrement the Batter 


TIeld C» Be LarKely Increased. 
Farmers do not fully realize the heavy 


losses they Buffer from failure to feed 
cows properly. It is estimated that the 
average aunutl yield of butter per cow 
is 125 pounds. Every cow must first be 
furnished with enough food for body 
maintenance; then whatever she gets 
over and 'above that amount goes to 
' make ri>llk or meat. If a cow Is bred 
along dairy llnes-that is, If her sire la 
n full blooded dairy animal-she will 
not have a strong tendency to convert 
feed into meat and will therefore con- 
vert it into milk. So If she le well fed 
from the time she drops her calf, is reg- 
ularly milked and made comfortable, 
qnlet and contented, the more feed she 
get* the more milk she will give, says 
the Michigan Farmer. 


Under careful feeding and good man- 


agement the yield of butter can easily 
be-raised to 300 pounds a year

possibly meet. In round numbers it costs 


• about twice as much to produce outter 
in Denmark as it does In the northwest 
It will take many years to bring tbe 
average up to even 200'pormds per cow 
nnd those wbo begin now to feed right 
will have the benefit of the good prices. 
Present prices will be found entirely 
satisfactory If cows are liberally anrt 
properly fed. During tbe year 1SJS, 
under good management, cows returned 
a net profit of S40 per head; d«rmg the 
venr 1SOO they made a net profit of $30 
'per head after deducting tbe cost of 
?eed; during the year 1897 the net profit 
per cow amounted to ?3S per head, 
making the average for the three jraaw 
$30 par head without giving any credit 
'for sklmmllk and young stock.

and unkempt stables is another source 
of trouble along'this ,line.

Most housekeepers have 
observed how readily milk, cream and 
butter become tainted when put in a re-

Oranges, lemons and strawber- 


ries will transmit their various odors to 
milk, cream nnd butter kept in a re- 
frigerator with them. These may not 
be unpleasant to some people, but most 
people like to'have these three articles 
in their natural flavor. Such vegeta- 
bles as onions, cabbage nud others less 
pungent 'will transmit a very unpleas- 
ant taint to milk.-Homestead.

MADISOX, Wis., Jan. 29.—(Special to 


the Journal)—Governor La Follette this 
afternoon decided to call a special elec- 
tion Tuesday, February 10, in the second 
assembly district of Racine county, to 
fill the vacancy resulting from the tie 
vote at the recent election. 


The vacancy was''declared by' the as- 


sembly on recommendation of the com- 
mittee which heard the contest. 


As announced in last evening's Jour- 


nal a special election-will be held in the. 
Second assembly district and Messrs. 
Hamper and Rakow will again go' before 
the voters in the Seventh ward and 
through the rest of the county. 


The committee ou privileges and elec- 


tions of the assembly this morning re- 
ported unanimously in favor of referring 
the case back to the people for settle- 
ment for the reason that both canditatcs 
received the same number of ballots and 
the canvassers of the election had not is- 
sued the certificate of election to either 
candidate. The decision shows that it is 
the intent o! the legislature to deal fair- 
ly with all such questions. The Repub- 
lican members of the committee were in 
the majority, of course, and they could, 
had they so desired, bring in a report 
seating the Republican member. With 
the'testimony, such as it was showing 
perhaps ..n-little stronger for the'Repub- 
lican claimant than for the Democrat, 
but with a dispute as to some of 
the 


bcillotts, the result is looked upon favor- 
ably by all of the parties in the ease. 


The final action on the case will not 


be taken until today, but there is hardly 
a doubt but that the report of the com- 
mittee will be ratified and that a special 
election will be ordered immediately. The 
decision of the committee, is in accord- 
ance with the petition, which was sign- 
ed.by a large number of the residents in 
the district and which was lined with 
Gov. La Follette. 


COMMITTEE'S REPORT. 


Tlie report of the committee upon the 


case was as follows: 


It further appears that in the towns 


of Caledonia and Dover; both of which 
towns cast a majority in fnvor of the 
Democratic candidate, two or more bal- 
lots were marked undtr-the name of the 
governor, These 
ballots, by consent, 


were counted by the precinct canvassers 
for the entire ticket. All the 
ballots 


were destroyed immediately after 
the 


canvass, without objection, and no rec- 
ord wns made of them nor for whom the 
aliened defective ballots were counted. 
The"assembly district board of canvass- 
ers refused to issue a certificate to cith- 
er candidate, and no further proceedings 
were had further than a notice of con- 
test served by the Republican candidate, 
Mr. Kampcr. upon the Democratic can- 
didate. Mr. Rakow. bused on the illegal 
ballots alleged to have been cast in the 


. two Democratic towns above mentioned. 
Both of the contestants appeared before 
your committee by attorney and present- 
ed the evidence and arguments in the 
case. After a full considciation, and on 
the advice of the attorney general, as to 
certain legal questions -involved, we re- 
port: 


First—That the assembly has jurisdic- 


tion to determine the question of its 
own membership in this case, whether a. 
certificate has been issued by the dis- 
trict canvassers or not. 
. . 


Second—That the number and kind of 


defective ballots arc not presented for 
inspection nor are their contents known, 
so far as appears from the evidence in 
the case. 


Third—That if the ballots so cast were 


illegal two remedies are presented by 
the courts. The first is to throw out 
the votes of the towns in which the al- 
leged defective ballots were cast, arid the 
second method is to .recommend a special 
election in the district .as provided by 
law. 


Your committee finds..and unanimous^, 


ly reports, that from the character of 
the evidence relating to the alleged d.e- 
fectivc ballots we believe the best inter- 
ests of the state and of the district will 
be subserved by a special election, held 
as provided by law. Your committee 
therefore reports that neither candidate 
is entitled to a seat in the assemblw.

making final arrangements.

the plant night before last and gave or- 
ders for the current to be turned on 
yesterday morning 
at 
9 o'clock but 


when' the: superintendent came down in 
the morning the place was in ruins. The 
destruction";"of'.the equipment 
of the 


company,to live up to its contract and 
sbnie of 'the members of the council have 
expressed the opinion that the franchise 
may^ be declared; void and the work • of 
the* :past''twelve years be lost by the 
above named company. The fire • origin- 
ated: through a small leak in the furn- 
ace and before the firemen arrived the 
entire building was aflame.

Those in Kacine Under Miss 


Keatin^r's Management Show 


Marvelous Advance. 


Two years ago Miss Katlierine Heat- 


ing of Milwaukee came to this city for 
the purpose of opening up a school for 
the deaf. The city officials were visited 
and at that time did not look upon the 
matter 
ill a 
favorable light. 
After 


working for a length of time several stu- 
dents were secured and a room rented, in 
the building of the D. Y. P. A., on Mar- 
quette street. Finally a room was given 
to the teacher in the Jefferson school 
and from that time on good work has 
been accomplished. The state allows each 
each pupil attending this kind of an in- 
stitution $li30 for the nine months of the 
training. 


The increase of pupils has been large 


until the class contains 0 children rang- 
ing from 7 to 10 years of age. A salary 
of $75 a month was appropriated by the 
common council for the teacher and the 
income which is received from the state 
amounts to $1,350. All money not used. 
Mfhich has been given the city by the 
state must be returned and cannot lie 
tiscd for other school purposes. 
A new 


method is being learned by the children 
and not the old one of talking with the 
fingers. The students watch the,move- 
ment of your lips and they distinctly 
understand what you are 
saying, al- 


though they do not hear any voice, and 
answer you distinctly in the English lan- 
guage. The work is progressing rapidly 
and great credit is due to the teacher for 
the advance her pupils have made.

Bacine is to have a beet sugar factory. 


At present things are yet in a too pre- 
mature state of advancement to tell how 
soon, but it is safe to say that such an 
enterprise will be established in or near 
Racine,within a period.of two years. All 
that is necessary is the promise of -farm- 
ers to devote about "three thousand acres 
for the raising of sngar beets, and the 
;ime for the ripening o£ the crop. The 
oil of this county for. sugar beets is 
snid to he of the very'best-quality 


A Volter, representing tlie Wisconsin 


Beet Sugar company of.Menominee Falls, 
IVis., is the promoter of this project. HP 
arrived here last week and is making 
lis headquarters at the Merchants hotel, 
though most of the time he is traveling 
throughout the county holding meetings 
among the farmers for the purpose of 
caching them the art necessary .for the 
cultivation of beets with „ a. good per- 
centage of sugar. During the latter 
part of last week Mr. Volter was in the 
xnvn of Caledonia and talked to farm- 
ers at Tabor and neighboorhoofc having 
iield two meetings in each place. This 
week he will visit the farmers in the 
:own of Mt. Pleasant, and so on in ea.'b 
:own 
until the county lias been thoi 


oughly covered by him. 


The result of these metings will be 


that this coming spring the nmjority of 
fanners will set apart two or 
three 


icres each for an experimental crop of 


ta, all of which the Wisconsin Beet 


Sugar company will purchase. The com- 
pany pays S4.50 per ton for beets that 
contain an average of fourteen per cent 
or less of sugar: if over fourteen per 
cent twenty-five cents additional per ton. 
So far fifty farmers have agreed to raise 
an experimental crop this spring. 


Mr. Volter stated" that from three to 


four thousand acres of land would have 
to he given to the raising of sugar beets 
in order to warrant the erection of a 
factory. The experimental crop he said 
will fully demonstrate to them the profit 
in the sugar beet raising industry. There- 
fore next year about this time he will 
enter into contracts with the tillers of 
the soil of this county for the required 
acreage, after which steps to build the 
sugar making plant will counnenee. 


The location of the factory will not be 


decided until it is definitely- know wheth- 
er the farmers will take to the idea of 
raising enough beets to support such ;in 
institution. Its daily capacity would be 
albout 300 tons of sugar. 


The only beet sugar plant in Wiscon- 


sin is the one in Menomineo Falls owned 
by the Wisconsin Beet Sugar company. 
In the state of Michigan there are six- 
teen. The first one in that state "was 
started in 1898 and as the. soil of Wis- 
consin is equal to thnt of Michigan if 
not better Mr. Volter states that lie can 
see no reason why the beet*sugar'indus- 
try should not nourish here with cor- 
responding prosperity.

Alfred Isaacson, Veteran oi'Span. 


isli American War, Likely . 


to Ibe Granted One. 


Alfred Isaacson, a veteran of the Span- 


ish-American war and prominent among 
the Danish young people of thia city, 
has prospects of winning the distinction 
of being the only one of the Racine 
boys in blue of the late conflict to draw 
a pension. 


He served with company "J?, First Wis- 


consin volunteer regiment. While sta- 
tioned at Tampa, Florida,' waiting for 
orders to go to the front, Mr. Isaacson 
was one among the great number of oth- 
ers of the 
regiment who were 
taken 


down with a severe attack of malaria 
fover. Upon his return home the dis- 
ease developed symptoms of tuberculo- 
sis, and, following the advice of dootors, 
he again returned to the south as the 
only hope to save himself from the rav- 
ages of that dreaded malady.

It is. further shown toy 
the cordial support being given a straight 
out primary reform by Democrats in the 
legislature who- witb, their fellow Repub- 
licans see no reason whatever why, if 
the plaffiB to institute-a great reform in 
our poBtics, to give the peopla their own 
so to speak, why not a prcrper primary 
measure one tn-at will entirely remove 
politics from our state and federal sys- 
tem.

ship wiiiftbe plans of the governor, and 
wivfie there are many who view with 
apprehension^ the "building-up of a cejos- 
sal machine,, which can be readily done

TIUJST FACTOTtS. 


The important factors in 
developing 


trusts and combinations as has been am- 
ply demonstrated has been and is now 
freight discriminations and freight 
re- 


bates. There is every proof of the ex- 
istence of that form-of oppression of bus- 
iness interests, and though some efforts 
have been made to terminate the giani 
evil, it is carried on without molestation 
from any source except that the inter 
state commerce committee haveraade sev- 
eral stabs at it without, however, results, 
since the courts have deprived it of the 
most of the power people have attributed 
to it. The court proceedings instigated 
in the summer are understood to be of 
hut little moment, because of the fact 
that numerous other roads have not been 
interfered with nor are likely to be. 


But an additional factor known also 


to exist as trust makers and trust feed- 
ers is known as the private cnr 
rob- 


bery. This matter of private cars, that 
is cars owned by the great trusts, is a 
most serious matter because it enables 
the trusts to stifle competition, a com- 
petition our political orators are. and 
'have been telling ns is destructive and 
^therefore our modern combines are sim- 
ply natural evolutions of 
trade 
and 


therefore not to be prevented, which of 
course intelligent people understand to 
,be twaddle. However, to return to the 
private car method. 
The great trusts 


own their cars and through this means 
draw large revenues from -the roads and 
in consequence no independent manufac- 
turers or producers can hope to compete 
with the trust. Through these rates are 
maintained, the- roads themselves kept in 
subjection, and the people compelled to 
submit because official authorities either 
are unable to combat the evil or else are 
indifferent. 


But now change is impending if certain 


financial interests largely interested in 
the railroads succeed in terminating the 
private car robbery; It is asserted such 
men as Morgan of New York are en- 
gaged in a struggle with great combines 
who draw immense profits from-the roads 
in addition to their profits from, the peo- 
ple, aided by the Harrinmn interest and 
-Porter interest. 
J. 'W. Midgley one of 


the beat posted men in the country on 
railroad tariffs 'and the freight and pas- 
senger business is interested in breaking 
tip thiS'System but who saysnosinglerail- 
road corporation can break this private 
car business up and that to do so, will re- 


nugatory before they can reach the 
courts before which is tested their con- 
stitutionality. This element existing it 
«ays is well illustrated in the recent in- 
dictment by a Chicago grand jury of a 
number of prominent coal firms and cor- 
porations. This indictment says the 
: Chronicle, and it is perfectly true, "was 
so rendered as to permit the defendants 
in a number of eases to escape, the in- 
dictment merely being against the cor- 
poration as such, on the condition that 
the officers of the corporation appear at 
the earliest possible 
opportunity and 


"defend the case" with, a view to "test- 
ing the constitutionality . of the law." 
Now in this admission that there is a 
possibility that the law is wrong, those

so 


long as shippers control their freight cars 
and a're allowed to earn mileage on them. 
A sharp distinction is to be drawn, it is 
slated, between the methods of the Stan- 
dard Oil and beef trust. The former, 
since the advent cf the interstate com- 
merce law, has never made an attempt to 
obtain a reduced or a secret rate, hut 
has frequently suggested to the railroads 
that they raise their rates. The pack- 
ers, however, have constantly hammered 
the tariffs on dressed and cured meats 
until at the present time they are lower 
in the west than the rates on live stock. 
Repetitions of similar performances grow 
out of the facility with which packers are 
able to make low-rate contracts with rail- 
road companies by guaranteeing them a 
large percentage of their tonnage. 


It is shown by Mr. Midgley how the 


packers are able to control the cattle 
market,, and to compel the wholesale and 
retail dealers to buy exclusively of them 
or suffer a ruinous competition through 
new shops opened by the trust. Instances 
are given where dealers were driven out 
of business by the power contained in 
the private car judiciously used. The ar- 
raignment is exceedingly severe, and it 
would not therefore be strange to see 
a struggle between the railway magnates

After a search by the officers of sever- 


al cities for the past fourteen 
days,

ed from Milwaukee on January 13th, 
was found late yesterday afternoon by 
officials at Kcnosha, \Via., while walking 
along the platform of the Northwestern 
depot. When arrested he made no re- 
sistance. Great mystery has surrounded 
this case and the members of his family 
had given him us as dead. Marx is a 
carpe»tcr by trade, of New Lisbon, a lit- 
tle town in-the vicinity of Kim Grove, 
where he has resided for a number of 
vcars with his wife and six children. It 


as uniformly said that Marx was a 
odel man, very seldom touching liquor 
nd was always held in high respect by 
1 who knew "him. Detectives from llil- 
aukec and relatives of Marx have been 
•arching through Racine, Kenosha and 
lihvankee counties in the hopes of find- 
ng his remains, thinking' he had met 
-ith foul play. 
It was on the morning of January 13th 
larks went to Milwaukee to transact 
ome business and returned to his home 
o partake of dinner. While at work on 
he same afternoon he stated that he had 
purchased some shoes at Milwaukee and 
iad forgotten to bring them home. He 
emarked that he would go back and 
get them and asked some of his boys to 
°neet him at the Waukesha car with a 
lorso and buggy. 
Marx repaired to the 


store of Diseh "l!ros. on Wells street 
where be transacted business. From 
this store be went to the

building and 
remained there 
until 


o'clock, saying he'would have to hurry 
and catch his car for home. This, was 
the last seen of him alive and he-failed

Four days having elapsed on January 


17th his son Christian Marx notified the 
police of Milwaukee, who searched dili 
gently to ' ascertain his whereabouts 
The children had caids issued giving the 
description of the missing man and they 
were sent to all points in this state and 
Illinois. Reports came in from all point 
stating that he was seen in their cities 
but.it is a positive fact that Marx wa 
in this city and while here stopped a 
the Baeine- house which is conducted 03 
Mr. Edward Baumstark of Main street. 


He left tins city and stated to the pro- 
prietor 
that he had trouble 
with his 


sons at his home and was going to visit 
friends in Kenosha 
county. 
Through 


Mr. Baumstarfc the detectives received 
the much needed, information in locating 
the man. 


The description sent out by the family 


was what led the Raciue hotel keeper to 
notify the officials and had it not been 
for Mr. Baiimstark probably he would 
not have been captured novr. He is 06 
years of ago and had not less than $100 
on his person when he disappeared. The 
family' of the lost man were of the opin- 
ion that be was temporarily demented 
as a result of a street car accident which 
he met with on last June. The. finding 
of Marx alive can hardly be be-lieved by 
the members of his family, and as he 
very seldom touched intoxicants and the 
sto'rv that he was found in a saloon the 
•family will not hear. Another myster- 
ious disappearance has been cleared up 
and his friends may rest assured that 
he.can be found ut his old home safe and 
sound. Last night two of his sons nr- 
rived at Kenosha and took their father 
back home.

Tie Old Cow. 


Many dairymen and others who milk 


cows for profit believe that when a cow 
reaches the age of .seven or eight her 
useful years are over'and she should be 
replaced by one younger. Other things 
being equal, this is a mistake, accord- 
Ing to Dairy and Creamery. 
A cow 


that has been -well cared for, 'with gen- ; 
erous rations and proper attention, Is 
better and will make a more profitable 
return at eight years than at any ear- 
lier age. She is" then in her prime and 
.will not be considered an old cow until 
fourteen or fifteen years have passed. 
Cows with first calves-at-two or three 
years —are generally unprofitable in 
their milk yield, and one really good 
cow between seven and eight years old 
will pay a better revenue than two that 
ore performing their first year's duties 
In the dairy herd. Moreover, she will 
probably consume but little more food 
than one of tbe younger ones. The fact 
is worthy the consideration of those

Good End Poor Coirs. 


Not only cows of. different breeds, 


but individuals of the same breed, dif- 
fer widely in the production of milk 
and butter fat.' Likewise some animals 
are good feeders while others are light 
eaters. It is not the amount of. food 
consumed, but the marketable product 
given in return,, that determines the 
value of a cow. The animal yielding an 
income of $50 with an outlay of $40 for 
feed Is a money saver, while one whose 
cost is 535, but whose products bring 
only $30, is a money loser. - Until the 
products of a cow equal in value the 
cost of her feed she is kept at a direct 
loss to the owner. 


Tlie Dairy Steer. 


Every now and then somebody boba 


up with a dairy steer that does some- 
thing wonderful, according to his ac- 
count, and then some editor who never 
fed a steer in his life jumps to the con- 
clusion that dairy cattle are all right 
as beef producers. 
If you ever see 


anything of this kind, label it nonsense 
and let it go at that. Or if you want 
to learn a valuable lesson get some of 
these steers, put some high priced corn 
into them and learn it. There should 
be no dairy bred steer. He should go 
on to the veal market at an early age.

PROFITABLE FEEDING. 


Under Good StannEement the BatteT 


Yield Cmn Be Imreely Increased. 
Farmers do not fully realize the heavy 


losses they suffer from failure to feed 
cows properly. It is estimated that the 
average annu»l yield of butter per cow 
is 125 pounds. Every cow must first be 
furnished with enough food for body 
maintenance; then whatever she gets 
over and above that amount goes to 
make milk or meat. If a cow is bred 
along dairy lines-that is, if her sire is 
a full blooded dairy animal-she will 
not have a strong tendency to convert 
feed into meat and will therefore con- 
vert it into milk. So if she is well fed 
from the time she drops her calf, is reg- 
ularly milked and made comfortable, 
quiet and contented, the more feed, she 
gets the more milk she wil! give, says 
the Michigan Farmer; 


Under careful feeding and good man- 


agement the yield of butter can easily 
be-raised to 300 pounds a year. We 
have abput 11,000,000 dairy cows in the 
country, which are yielding about 1,875,- 
'000,000 pounds of butter, which, at 15 
cents a pound, amounts to $206,205,000. 
If the 11,000,000 cows were properly 
fed, they would produce 3,3(10,000,000 
pounds of butter, which, nt IS cents a 
pound, would amount to $495,000,000. 
Allowing for the extra cost that good 
feeding would necessitate, there is an 


, annual loss of over $250,000,000 because 


i of poor feeding.

It may be thought by some that such 


an enormous yield of butter would 
bring ruin to the dairy industry. 
It 


would to certain countries and locali- 
ties where feed is expensive, but the 
farmers of the northwest need have no 
fear on this score, for they could and 
would in a short time be called upon to 
furnish European countries with their 
butter, as we could furnish it and make 
more money than we do at present at 
prices that other, countries could not 
possibly meet. In round numbers it costs 
about twice as much to produce butter 


! in Denmark as it does in the northwest. 
: It will take many years to bring the 
average up to even 200'pounds per cow, 
and those who begin now to feed right 
will have the benefit of the good prices. 
Present prices will be found entirely 
satisfactory If cows are liberally and 
properly fed. 
During the year 1385, 


under good management, cows returned 
a net profit of S40 per head; during the 
year 1SQ8 they made a net profit of §30 
per head after deducting the cost of 
feed; during the year 1S97 the net profit 
per cow amounted to ?3S per head, 
making the average for the three years 
$36 per head without giving any credit 
for skimmilk and young stock.

There are 
many ways hy which milk can become 
tainted. A great many people still cling 
to the use of wooden pails in the dairy. 
This is one cause for tainted milk. The 
wood of the pails, being porous, ab- 
sorbs milk which continues to undergo 
changes in the pores of'^the wood, and 
It Is next to or quite impossible to keep 
them clean and sweet Another source 
of tainted milk is in not airing the cans 
and cooling them before the warm milk 
Is put In them. The quicker the milk 
Is cooled-after It Is removed from the 
cow the less susceptible it is to taint of 
any kind...' 
' • 
Keeping the milk too,long in filthy 


and unkempt stables, is another source 
of trouble along • this -line. Milk ab-, 
sorbs bad odors very readily, and for 
•this reason it should never be put In a' 
vegetable cellar or a cave where bad 
odors abound. Most housekeepers have 
observed how readily milk, cream and 
butter become tainted when put in a re- 
frigerator bos witt other articles kept 
there. Oranges, lemons and strawber- 
ries will transmit their various odors to 
milk, cream and butter kept in a re- 
frigerator with them. These may not 
be unpleasant to some people, but most 
people like to'have these three articles 
in their natural Savor. 
Such vegeta- 


bles ag onions, cabbage and others less 
pungent 'will transmit a very unpleas- 
ant taint to milk.—Homestead.

IN MEMORIAM. 


Phillips. 


Thomas Phillips was born the 9th of 


June, 1811, in the' county or Cornwall, 
England, and died in Yorkville,,\Viscon- 
sin, on January 24th, 1903, being ninety- 
one years, seven months and fifteen days 
of age. 
His early life was passed'with 


is parents on a farm in Cornwall. At 


the age of twenty-four he was united in 
marriage to Miss Ann Tamblyn. They 
settled on a small farm in the same coun- 
ty, but feeling themselves cramped there 
ind not being able to accomplish all they 
ivishcd and having learned of the oppor- 
tunities in the land across tjie sea, .they 
decided to try their fortunes in America. 


Accordingly on Aug. 14th, 1840, they 


bade farewell .to the fatherland -with all 
of its sacred associations, and resolute- 
ly turned their faces . westward, to an 
nknown and uncertain destiny in the 


new world. On October 14th they ar- 
rived in Yorkville,, which place they were 
destined never permanently to leave. 


This worthy couple united with tho 


church iirYorkville in the year ISofi and 
had 
maintained 
unbroken 
connection 


with it to .the end. Mr. Phillips was 
faithful 
in his church work, 
being a 


trustee since 1S57 and a steward since 
18BO. In all things he served his gener- 
ation well, and as a farmer accumulated 


independence. He was absolutely re- 


liable in all hia. dealings and had a heart 
of sympathy and a hand of helpfulness 
for the suffering and needy. 


After a married life of over fifty-seven 


years, his faithful, wife was taken from 


i. Since her death he has lived with 


his daughters. First with Mrs. Samuel 
Skewes of Ives Grove, and the last years 
of his life with Mrs. Hannibal Skewes of 
Yorkville. His last years were years of 
patient suffering and waiting, cared for 
with equally patient and loving hands. 


Mr. and Mrs. Phillips were the parents 


of nine children. Four of these had pre- 
ceded him to the other, world. .They are 
Mrs. Ann Tucker, whose home was in 
Nebraska; William of Yorkville; Phil- 
lipa, who died in her youth, and James, 
whose home was in Union Grove.
